Judge Laughlin Decides Senator 
Cabell Must Answer,

And He is Remanded to the Sheriff’s 
Custody. 


Full Text of the Decision—The Judge’s 
Remarks on Hayden’s Opinion in 
the Krieger Case. 


The Cabell contempt case was decided by 
Judge Laughlin shortly before noon to-day. 
Mr. E. C. Cabeil had waited nearly three- 
quartersofan hour for Judge Laughlia to 
appear, and as time passed had growu im- 
patient of the delay aud had returned to his 
office, thinking that nO decision would be 
rerdered to-day. The opinion was delivered 
in writing -in the office of the Clerk of the 
Criminal Court and in the presence of Gov. 


Charles P. Johnson, Richard M.. Johnson, J. 
G. Lodge, Clerk Clabby andjP. J. Manning, 
who is ove of Sheriff Finn’s chief deputies. 
When-these persons bad gathered around 
him Judge Laughlin said: **The order will 
be that Mr. Cabell is remanded and the ap- 
plication dismissed. Here is the opinion.’’ 
‘THE OPINION. 

Ex parte E. C. Cabel:: 

It appears bythe returns and from the 

roof that on tbe 7thef August last one 

enry Guudaker instituted a suit in the Cir- 
cuit Court against this petitioner and others; 
tbat notice of his intention to take depo-itions 
a day subsequent and ata place named was. 
given: that petitioner was sworn as a 
Wwitnese; that he refused to answer 
certain questions; that thereupon the notary 
adjudged him guilty of contempt and com- 
mitted bim to jail, **there to remuio without 
bail until be consent to answer. ’”’ 

No objection to the form of the warrant is 

made. The power of the notary to 
compel by . commnment answer to 
these questions is assailed onthe 
ground tbat it is an unwarrantable 
atteropt to inquire into the petitioner’s pure- 
ly private affairs; that the questions are im- 
pertinent, insulting, irrelevant and imma- 
terial; that the suit itself is a sham, and that 
the object of the whole proceeding is scandal 
only. 
_ Insupport of these assertions the sole proof 
offered tefore me was a copy of the petition in 
the -suit, a copy ef the summons of 
the notice to take depositions and of the com- 
mitment; and from these papers alone I am 
asked to find what the Court of Ap have 
culled ‘‘the jurisdictional facts’? underlying 
the power of the notary to issue the warrant, 
or rather the absence of them, and discharge 
the prisoner. . , 

The refusal to answer was based on no priv- 
ilege, but,.to use the JanZuage of the witness 
himself, because be believed them ‘‘asked for 
no good purpose’’ and ‘not material,’’ and 
becutise “it is a matter affecting other people, 
not criminally, but purelv for tbe purpose of 
scandal.’? We steadily protested that in 
£0 far as he was concerned 
be had noobjection totelling all, but be feared 
seme **other members’? of the potitical or- 
ganization to which he belonged *‘migit ov- 
ject” to his giving their names. 

THE KRIEGER CASE. 

This application is based on Krieger’s case 
lately decided by the Court of Appeals. 
Krieger was committed by a 
notary for refusing to answer 
questions touching bis alleged fraudutent 
uisposition of property, and on habeas cor- 
pus the Court discharged bim. But after a 
world of diligent study [ am compelled to 
decline to follow that case. 

To say that the opinionin Kriever’s case is 
not good law would be arrogance in me, and 
I willnot. Buttosay that I donotunderstand it 
would be humility. I donot understand it. 
In one place the court says: '*Toe questionof 
jurisdiction and of tbe power of the commit- 
Ling officer isthe only one open to inquiry in 
this proceeding.’? If they had said no more, 
but simply had discharged the prisoner, I 
should have understood them to hold that a 
notary public, though authorized 
to -—c take depositions, has no right 
to correct and would promptly 
discharge the petitioner? But in the same 
opinion they also expressly hold that a notary 
may convict for contempt *‘under certain cir- 
one ear nel Hence I c.n not say this means 
thurs. 

Again they say “the proceedings cannot be 
made the taking ofa deposition by calling it 
80:; the question 1s whether the subst intial as 
well as the formal parts of the law are 
complied with.’? Buttbey no more under- 
take to tellus which parts of the deposition 
jaw are formal and which are substantial. 

n again, **i¢ appears that 
the eliciting of testimonv which 
might possibly have been used, but whieh 
there is no ground for believing was intended 

even tO use in court, was made 
merely a cloak for ascertaining 
the whereabouts of the property of the peti- 
tioner, a defendant in the cise, 
the time when the questions 
put.” Intended! By whom? \ 
the notary or by the person causing 
the deposition to be taken? By the latter, of 
course, and thus it would seem the

Previous tothe decision in ex-parte Krieg- 
er, if was generally supposed ‘that the powers 
of a Notary Public inthe taking of deposi- 
tions were understood. The question 
hed been raised before the Supreme 
Court or one of its judges more than once and 
there passed upon. Certainly as far backa 
a quarter of a _ century (in 18 Mo., 
ex parte MeKen, p- .@599) =the 
Supreme Court, speaking through 
Gimble, Judge, in a case in which not,onlyjthe 
y nen of the power of the notary to take the 

eposition was raised, but the 
materiality of the questions asked and 
also the ulterior object fer which the deposi- 
tion was taken, which, by the way, when 
this was alleged to be. political, gay: “A 
notary public may summon a witness be- 
fore him * * * and if he attends 
and refuses to give evidence which 
may lawfully be required tobe given, the 
notary may commit himto prison until he 
give evidence. ’’ 

And then they ask, ‘*What then is the 
meaning of the words ‘which may lawfully 
be required to be given and answer?’’’ It is 
suflicient to say in general terms that so far as 
the witness himself is concerned he may law- 
fully be required to answer any questions 
which it is not his personal 
privilege to refuse to answer. * *-~ l 
evidence which is not of this (privileged) char- 
acter the witness may Jawfully be required to 
give, even though it may not prove to o¢ rele- 
vant or competent.

The fact 
that in their bands the power 1s abused, often 
flagrantly 80,, is no sufficient 
reason why the courts should take it from 
them. Itis proper for the courts to super- 
vise. them and to secure 2guinst any arbitrary 
exercise of power by them, but this only 
when it clearly appears that a case of this 
kind has arisen. Ican not find this. to be 
that case from the proof offered to me.

Wherethe Street Trumps Sleep in the 
Summer Time.

When the wind blows cold and the air is 
crisp with frost itis notan uncommon thing 
to meet at evening in thestreetsof New York, 


especially below Canal street and in the 


Bowery, beggars whose claim to considera- 
tion is either kunger or tbe assertion that 
they have noplacetosleep. The plea of hun- 
ger is perennial, but the request for money to 
pay fora night’s lodging is one that is seldom 
or bever preferred at this season bv the so- 
‘phisticated or professional beggar. Ie does 
not now sigh for thesbelter of a Jodviug- 
house, but is well content to forego tie ac- 
comimcdations which later he will beg to se- 
cure. The lodging-house keeper 1s not at 
present the person to whom he must look for 
such disturbed slumber as, in winter, he can 
shaich in the brief truces between himsglf 
and the predatory insect band whose name is 
legion. It is the pojiceman who is the auto- 
crat of his bed-chamber in summer, and the 
caLopy isthesky. If he can only manage to 
escape the notice of the man with the club 
and off-hand manner he is willing to insure 
the rest and to discount the worst efforts of 
all the mosquitoes in Munbattan Jsiand. 
Where does the homeless beggar of New 
York sleep in the summer—the beggar whom 
the sttractions of green fields, babbling 
brooks, hen-roosts and potato patches cannot 
seduce from the city to be a country tramp? 
The reporter whose duties lead him about 
the streets at midnight stumb!es upon him in 
many places; sees him curled up ina door- 
way, stretched outin some hospitable truck 
wagon that bas peen lef: in the street, or 


wandering away in search of some secluded 


spot where neither the light from the street 
lamps tor the policeman’s eve will tind him 
out. And be may be found on the benches in 
the public parks, where he enters upon pos- 
session at tne witching hour of midnight. It 


-is curious to note what classes of people en- 


joy these parks, and wher. Of those who 
make use of the seate and shade for the 
leisure hours of the day nothing need be said, 
for it is a patent fact that old men and 
children under the charge of _ their 
white-capped /onnes arethen largely in pos- 
sessich. As evening approachestue children 
go eway home, and their places are taken by a 
variety of men, many of them youns@nd well- 
dre-scd. These do not, as a rule, remaia 
long enough to decide where they. will goto 
seek amusement.

AFGHAN ARTILLERY. 


ech-Loading Armstrong Guns Made 
ei by Kabul Smiths. 


| From the London Times. | 


Ja the first place, the Afghans have always 
kad the reputation of being good gunners. 
’ They are a nation of fighting men, and were 
accounted good marksmen, even With their 
old jhezails. Moreover, the mutinous troops 
of the Wali have been trained to the use of 
artillery by ue, and doubtless many of these 
deserters have joined the forces of Ayooba. 
In the second place, Shere Ali was an artiller- 
ist by pature, ard had for many years been 
engaged in perfecting bis guns. Shortly af- 
ter hisreturnfrom visiting Lord Mayo, in 
1869, he assembled all the “cunning smiths’’ 
in Kabul and gave orders that rifled guns 
were to be produced. The members of Snere 
Ali’s Ordnance Select Committee had never 
bad the advantage of passing through an 
‘sadvanced class,’’ but their intellects were 
sharpened by a tolerably shrewd notion of 
what would be. tbe consequences 
in «ase of failure, and their unguided 
skill was thus assisted by the 
mother of invention. The President, or 
chief smith, was sent to Peshawur with let- 
ters of introduction to our Commissioner, and 
was there afforded opportunities of visit'ug 
the workshops in the arsena), inspecting the 
breech-lozding Armstrong guns, and in oth- 
erwise muking bimself acquainted with the 
nature and wethods of manufacture of mod- 
ern weapons. He returnedto nabul with 
wocden modelscf various gtas, including 
rifled breech-loading Armstrongs, and with 
more or less complete working drawings. A 
roanufactory of rifled guns and smatl arms 
was forthwith startedin Balla Hissar, forced 
Iaber to any extent being procurable among 
the smiths of Kabui, who bave ever had a 
high reputation for native skill. The result 
was some nihety rifled guns of various cali- 
bers, chiefly of ihe class of mountain and 
field. Someof these guns were maile of 
wrought-iron strips,laid side by sideona 
core, and wedged together by hand with 
bends of iron subsequently beaten on to keep 
the barrel together. The gun was then bored 
out by lathes driven by water power, and 
rifled by band. ‘I'he breech-bleck, vent- 
piece andother parts were forged by hand, 
und tbe resuit Was a fair imitation of an Arm- 
strong breech-loading rifled gun. 
Doubtless the weapon would not 
have stood many discharges of 
poudre brutale, but it was quite equalto a 
faircharge of Kabuli powder, anv, when 
nicely polished up, it mudeavery creditable 
appearance. <A large number of small bronze 
guns were also cast and many of them rifled 
by band. Shotand shell were copied from 
specimens brought from India, but the mvs- 
teries of the time fuse appear to have bafiled 
the wily Afghan. He succeeded in making 
very fair powder in large quantities, both 
coarse grain and fine grain, the percentage of 
ingredients being the same as with us, and he 
turned out very respectable copper caps; but 
his attempts at fuse composition were not 
successiu!, and his sbelis generally either 
burst in the muzzle of the gun orin {flight or 
aid pot burst at ail. Large pumbers of the 
Snider cartridges were also made by hand in 
the Bala Hissar Arsenal, the cases being 
‘“.olid drawn’’ and thus capable of being re- 
filled many times. It vas been computed that 
at the time of Shere Al!i’s death there were 
about uso guns of different sorts in Afykan- 
istan. We captured 256. or thereabouts, 
during 1s.) adikeaving iz+ unaccounted for. 
Many ofthese are knownto have been sent 
fiom Kabulto Turkistan and Herat, and -it 
is by bo means improbable that some of Snere 
Ali’s breech-loacing ritied Armstrongs may 
baye beep forwarded to the laiter fortress and 
tbat tbustbe presence of breech-loading guns 
With Aycob’s force Muy be ae ounted for.

She ordere 
her coacbman to stop, and descended at the 
Nouveau Chalet du Rond-Royal. She enter- 
ed and asked for a parlor to restin. They 
gave her one on the first floor, furnished with 
a sofa, aside table and a dining table. She 
stretcbed kerself uponthe sofa, where her at- 
tencants arranged the pillows under her head, 
and then asked for some tea. It was then 
half-pastS3 p.m. Thecup of tea, mixed with 
brandy, which she took, not having alleviated 
ber pain, asthe hopedit would, Miss Neil- 
son madethem biing her some tilleul. The 
pain in ber stomach became more and more 
violent, and was accompanied with ner- 
vous fits and a desireto vomit. By the ad- 
vice of the people who attended the sick lady, 
the proprietor ofthe Nouveau Chalet, M. Le- 
fay, sent for Dr Monnier, who prescribed 
cataplasms op the chest and a continuation of 
tillkul. Miss Neilson seemed for an instant 
benetited. 

But towards 91 2 o’clock a new crisis 0c- 
curred, more violent than those preceding. 
Miss Neilson implored the attendance 
of the doctor of the Continental Hotel, 
Dr. Gantillor. They histened to his 
house, Rue du Mont-Ibaboer, No. 12, and 
brought himin the landau. Ile gave at once 
a prescription. The remedy he prescribed 
was inthe form of pills. Miss Neilson took 
twoofthem. There was again a period of re- 
lief. Then, as it was evident that Miss Neil- 
son could not be taken back to her lodgings, 
because they could not lift, ber without caus- 
ing her new pain, they placed a mattress on 
the sofa, inorcer that ske might pass the 
night there. The maid, worn out by fatigue 
and excitement, stretched herself at her side 
in order totake some rest. 

Toward midnight there was a new crisis, 
moze terrible than any one of the preceding. 
A prey to the most terrible agony, which 
nothing could relieve,the unbappy lady twist- 
ed berself about in convulsions, tearing off 
the upholstery fromthe sofa. They ran again 
to call Dr. Meonnier, butsome time was ne2es- 
sarv to awake him, t0 allow him to dress, and 
to bring bim to the Chalet. When he arrived 
at 3:30 a. m., Miss Neilson had just breathed 
ber last 8igh, twelve Lours after the first at- 
tack. 

M. Lejeune, Commissioner of the Neuilly 
Poiice, was at ouce ipformed. He came in 
the morning, accompanied by the ofticial 
physician, and, after the narration of the cir- 
curostances of the death, thev decided thit an 
autopsy was necessary, and that the body 
should betuken tothe morgue. The transfer 
took place under particularly heartrending 
cliicumstances. The body ef the young wo- 
man Was shrouded in asheet and ruiled in a 
packire cloth, and wes then tied up and 
placed ina wagon, Where it was scarcely con- 
cealed from public view. Thenthe two cart- 
ers ardanagentof the police mounted the 
wegon and departed. It was thus, at four 
o’c ock in the aiterpoen, that Miss Neilson, 
Who had come to the bois in her magaittficent 
Iluendiv, traveised the Whele of Paris to the 
Inorgue. 

Miss Nef!son lived tn London, in Victoria 
street. A telegram was sent thither to in- 
foim the ditlerent menjbers of ber family of 
the tact of her death. Admiral Glyn, who is 
livizg at this time ith Paris, hastened to 
Chatet, snd arrived there just as they were 
tuhirg away the body. The gricvfof the old 
men wesextreme. Likea man demented he 
caressed the furniture that poor Miss Neilson 
had seen and touched forthe last time. He 
could scarcely be torn away from the parlor. 

The autopsy was male to-day by Dr. Brou- 
ardel, Ilis verdict was that it Was a natural 
death. [tis probable that to-morrow wil! 
ts ke piace the funeral of her whom they cali- 
edthe Sara Bernbardt of ivgland, of the 
travecienne whose death was mofe bitter than 
apy of those that she piayed in her iifetime. 


Trichtna in American Pork. 
i Fromthe new York Times. | 

Dr. F. S&S. Billings bas recently written a 
bizbly interestipg pxper on trichinx in hogs 
anpdinman. From this it would seem that 
this disease, Which most Americans consider 
“us pecullar to Germany, isin reality much 
more prevalent in this country than else- 
where. lor. example, frem an examination 
of several thousand hogs sentfrom various 
parts cf the West, Dr. Billings found that on 
an average one in eighteen of them was dis- 
eased in this way,while out of nearly two mil- 
lion hogs examined in Gefmanvy in 1876, eight 
hundred enly were found trichinous. Tnaat 
this cisease is not oftener rcommunicated to 
man in this country, iswholly due to the fact 
that pork is rarely eaten here until it is cook- 
ed. If wewere inthe babitof eating un- 
ecoked smoked pork, in hamoor sausaye, as 
itis commonly eaten in Germany, the num- 
ber of ‘deaths that would be caused by 
trichizw would be alarmingly large. Toe 
parasites are sosmall that their presence cin 
chivbe detected by a microscope, und it is 
estimated that in eating what would be the 
orcinary meul of aman, of diseased pork, it 
would be easy totake into the stomach not 
less than one million trichinx. 
Dr. Thudichum, in reporting Lv 
the Ergtish Privy Council, describes 
tbe svmptoms of-trichinigsis in man as fol- 
lows: **sudden swelting of the face, particn- 
lariv the eyelids, after the patient has for 
scime days feit prostrate and has lost his ap- 
(this swelling causes a feeling of ten- 
sion, but ro pain); fever, with a quick pulse 
and cepious perspiration; the muscles are 


swelled and give great pain when moved or 


tcuched. In. worst cases the entire body is 
immovable and sensitive: there is diarrbaa, 
With a red, somewhatcovered tongue, inclin- 
ingto drsness. When the swelling in the 
fuce bas subsided «wdema of the feet, legs 
and thighs comes on; shortly after anasarca, 
swelling over the trunk, makes its appear- 
Although these are the phenomena 
the aiseaseitself exhibits, it is the opinion of 
experts that the parasites that occasion them 
EXistin the musctes of many people, in num- 
bers insuiicrent to produue material trouble. 
Certain itis thatin several surgical cases of 
late their presence has been discovered. Dr. 
Lillings asserts that the surest wav to pre- 
ventthem is to have the perk, before being 
cocked, cut in relatively thin sliees. Frying 
and brouing are the most effective means of 
Cestroying them: roasting é0mes next. - Boil- 
ing cougulates the aibumen on the outer sur- 
fuce, and allows the ‘heat to penetrate less 
readily, and for this reason large pieces of 
meat should be boiled for at least two hours. 
It is not safe under any circumstances to eat 
American pork that has not been subjected to 
a sirong heat.
